Many farmers in Paradise 
valley and Big Meadows have pur- 
chased from ten to fifty pounds of 
the seed for the pUrpose of thor- 
ougbly testing it. If it will stand 
the dry and cold seasons of this 
country and produce half as much 
hay as is claimed for it, it will 
doubtless be grown very extensively 
next year in Humboldt. While 
alfalfa is raised by many farmers 
on Big Meadows, very little of it is 
raised in Paradise valley, farmers 
claiming that it does not do well 
there, but if the millet proves to be 
as prolific and nutrilions as is 
claimed for it it will supplant al- 
falfa every where.
